lot.—Capital Punishments are not enjoined upon us 
in Sonpture, so as to impose an oblgation tor their 
cuntinuance. 

2d.—The Spirit of the Gospel most clearly forbids 
the inficuon of any punishinent having its foundauon 
in a aprit of revenge. 

3d.—Government has no moral nght to take life, 
unless it be very clear that the public salety imperious 
ty demands it. 

4th.—The public safety in this Siate does not doe- 
mand the taking of life in time of peace, and hence 
we have no moral right to do it. 

This repurt led to the introduction and subsequent 

dopt of a bill abolehing capital ; bh t, or 
legalised murder, and substituting in leu thereof im- 
preonment for de at hard labour. The seevnd sec- 
tion of the act contains the annexed wholesome pro 
visions : 

‘That when any person shall hereafter be convicted
